New York, July 9.—Three addi- 
tional weeks. making a total now of 
thirty-eight, with a corresponding 
number of shows, have been added to 
the Columbia Burlesque Circuit's 
wheel for the season of 1516-17, plans 
for the opening of which are now un- 
der active way. The opening dates 
for the Columbia Wheel for the new 
season have just been announced by 
President J. Herbert Mack, who 
looks for one of the most prosperous 
seasons in the history of modern bur- 
lesque. 

The Western shows will have their 
inaugural for the 1516-17 season on 
Sunday, August 20, with the Eastern 
openings scheduled for the following 
Monday, August 21.

Broadway Writer Locates Habitat of a Gossipy 
Group, Who, in Lobby Lounge Luxury, 
Ramble Reminiscently of the Main 


Street Gone and Going 


It was really the most entertaining and interestingly talkative bunch of 

human men that I had encountered in the luxury of a lobby lounge since the 
days of the old Ten O'Clock Club.“ when a string of live wire reporters met 
each night after digging up real news and printing it because it was dug up 
and not of the agate note and ninth carbon perfunctory paragraph with a few 
feeble adjectives hanging frantically to the well worn “will present.” 
I located this gossipy group between the acts in an upholstered corner 
where there was a circular lounge.

His group was eager for his speech when I saw him—also curious to see 
what new and fashion-born bit of apparel or trimmings he would display. 
Standing beneath a hammered shell of bronze the incandescents sent a soft 
glow down upon his faultlessly attired person. _As usual the dress was perfect, 
a symphony sartorial, a heaven of harmony in every detail, the dull gray pearl 
buttons on the gray uppers of his shoes shining in perfect accord with the 
four buttons on the steel gray vest. The novelty in ornamentation was a pe- 
culiar chain which encircled his neck and falling on the plaited bosom of his 
shirt was caught and held together by an odd sphinx head, which glistened 
with eyes of Nile green stone. The links of the chain were long and each had 
a crook in the center, none of them being alike. The strands were caught to 
the watch ring by an equally strange bar of dull gray metal in perfect model 
to an Egyptian bronze.

Rat Mogul Puts Another Step in His Ladder of 
Unpopularity by Inaugurating Tipless 
Season for Stage Hands and 
Orchestra Leaders 


New York, July 10.—Despite the 
fact that the White Rats are affiliated 
with the American Federation of La- 
bor, and that one of the principles of 
unioniam ig to stand by each other, 
Harry Mountford once again has dem- 
onstrated that he cares not a whoop 
for organisation, or what it stands for. 
Aa evidence his latest promulgation, 
to the effect that next fall, when the 
Rata are fully organized for a fight 
against the vaudeville managers, an- 
other reform, which he will inaugu- 
rate, will be the putting of a stop to 
the tipping of stagehands and orches- 
tra leaders by vaudeartiats. Of course, 
the fact that the stage hands and the 
musicians are organized and also are 
affiliated with the A. F. of L. makes 
no difference to Mountford. He sees 
in his latest plan a chance to ingratiate 
himself with the Rats, and he pro- 
poses to take every advantage of it. 

There is no denying the fact that 


the practice of tipping stagehands and 
orchestra leaders is at times abused, 
but there are times when they are en- 
titled to it, and Mountford's announced 
intention of putting a stop to it entire- 
ly is not likely to be conducive to har- 
monious relations between the me- 
chanical and artistic branches of the 
labor body. 

Mountford has been devoting much 
of his time of late to venting abuse

John Hay and George William Curtis, and not 
Matthew Arnold (who slighted his terminal 
g’s) or Andrew Lang (whose early lowland 
Scotch was overlaid by later linguistic habits 
acquired in Oxford). I should leave off Henry 
Irving, as having been too individual, and I 
should put on the name of Edwin Booth. I 
should exclude Clara Morris and Lawrence Bar- 
rett, and I should include Agnes Booth and 
Herman Vezin. From among the more promi- 
nent actors and actresses of today it would be 
impossible not to inscribe upon the roll Ellen 
Terry, Julia Marlowe, Forbes - Robertson, John 
Drew, Otis Skinner and George Arliss. But 
I must beg to be excused from the invidious 
task of singling out certain other contemporary 
actors and actresses of Great Britain and the 
United States who fail conspicuously to attain 
to this international standard. 

“Fortunately, the compassing of this lofty 
ideal is not strictly necessary in the presenta- 
tion of the ordinary drama of the day dealing 
with a theme more.or less local to one country 
or the other; it is not needed even when the. 
original company transports the piece across 
the Atlantic. It is even possible that an 
occasional spectator in London might feel that 
he had not got his money’s worth if he failed 
to recognize the expected American twang in 
one or more performers in an exclusively Ameri- 
can cast of q characteristically American play; 
and in like manner the theatergoer of New 
York is quite as tolerant toward Briticisms 
of enunciation when he is beholding the pre- 
sentation of a British comedy by an exclusively 
British company as he is to the Briticisms of 
phrase which may besprinkle the dialog of the 
piece itself, locutions as unfamiliar to Ameri- 
can ears as ‘Arent I?’ and ‘Directly I arrived.“ 
In fact, the localisms of phrase, like the cor- 
responding localisms of pronunciation, might 
very well be defended by an ardent advocate 
of realism as helpful adjuncts to local color 


and as stricter approximations to the actual 
facts.“ 

Both British and American audiences are 
alike in desiring and even demanding a stand- 
ardization of speech in the performance of 
plays of a larger import. Thus: 

“In any representation of the English 
classics, the tragedies of Shakespeare or the 
comedies of Sheridan, and in any performance. 
of translations of foreign masterpieces, the” 
psychological fantasies of Maeterlinck or the 
social dramas of Ibsen, we expect uniformity 
of pronunciation, and we are annoyed when 
our attention is distracted by inconsistencies 
in uttering ‘been’ and ‘trait’ and ‘schedule,’ 
which reveal to us at once that the utterer is 
not a man of another time or another land, 
but provokingly British or American. 


“It is therefore a good augury for the future 
to discover that so conscientious and so com- 
petent an observer as Professor Grandgent 
takes a very hopeful view of the outlook: 

Dramatic tours, carrying actors from end 
to end of the English-speaking world, have 
made the approved practices of each great sec- 
tion familiar to every other part; while trans- 
ference of performers from company to com- 
pany and from country to country has worked 
for the establishment of an international the- 
atrical standard. In the best performances of 
serious drama it is now often impossible for 
spectator to tell whether q given actor is 
British, American or Australian. 

That is to say, these performers have 
succeeded in shedding whatever local peculiari- 
ties of pronunciation and enunciation they may 
have originally possessed. They no longer 
speak British-English, American-English or the 
Australian Slanguage, but English pure and 
simple.’

The Orpheum Circuit is firmly entrenched 
from Chicago to the Pacific Coast, with first- 
class theaters playing first-class acts in all 
of the principal cities, and now the consolida- 
tion of booking interests between Marcus Loew, 
Pantages and Miles furnishes another circuit 
of organized vaudeville which Morris will find 
impossible of ‘‘bucking.’’ 

Because of his grievances with the United 
Booking Offices Morris has seen fit to ally him- 
self with the White Rats, and whatever circuit 
he may form will be played solely by acts that 
are identified with that organization, as mem- 
bers of the National Vaudeville Artists, Inc., 
will play nothing but the recognized circuits. 
Of course, there are any number of White 
Rat acts available—such as they are—but the 
public will not stand long for this type of en- 
tertainment. Most of the vaudevillians now 
identified with the Rats are performers who 
long ago outlived their usefulness to organized 
vaudeville. Many of them have been doing 
the same old act for years and years, lacking 
the energy and ambition to ‘‘keep abreast of 
the times,“ with the result that their services 
are no longer in demand; in fact, few of them 
can get a split week of booking from any of 
the responsible managers.

Perhaps emanations from Mr. Dil- 
Ungham's press bureau should be 
taken with a grain of salt, but even 
so, there are enough producers thor- 
oughly imbued with this “fresh face” 
belief to warrant its serious considera- 
tion and discussion.

The Appellate Term of the Supreme Court of

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INFANTILE PARALYSIS 


Will Be Subject for Animated Weekly 
Views 


— — 


New York, July 8.— The Universal Anima ted 
Weekly has entered into arrangements with the 
New York Department of Health to film a series 
of views showing how the spread of the in- 
fantile paralysis scourge may be checked. New 
York’s fathers and mothers are terrified at the 
rpid spread of the disease, which on July 4, 
in one days alone, claimed 27 lives in the 
various boroughs, and was rapidly spreading. 
In twenty-four hours 59 new cases were re- 
ported. Since the disease first broke out in 
South Brooklyn late in June 480 cases have been 
treated, with a terrifying mortality rate, and 
Preparations at the city hospitals have been 
made to treat 1,500 more cases. 

Scenes at the hospitals, illustrations of prac- 
tical measures to stop the spread of the disease, 
the activities of the Bureau of Child Hygiene, 
the Bureau of Infectious Diseases, quarantine 
officials, the Health Department, the frantic 
attempt of the hospital authorities to supply 
cribs for the stricken children and to collect 
them in hospital ambulances, the medical treat- 
ment advisable in the prevention of the disease, 
flagrant violations of the sanitary code, and the 
exodus of 50,000 babies from New York, all will 
be shown in the film which the Animated Weekly 
has secured permission to take as part of the 
campaign to stamp out the disease. 


PREMIERES 
At Eighty and Eighteen Will Mark First 
June Caprice Film 


New York, July 8.—Within a fortnight motion 
picture fans will witness a contrast in debuts 
in a single picture which is probably unique in 
the annals of filmdom. Two premieres will be 
made—one at eighteen, the other at eighty. 

One who will have her premiere is June Ca- 
price, the winsome eighteen-year-old Fox dis- 
covery, who comes of the Puritan stock of New 
England. 

Caprice of the Mountains is also remarkable 
for the first appearance before the camera of 
Mies Sara Alexander, who was playing with 
dolla when Andrew Jackson sat in the White 
house. Miss Alexander has the character role 
of Aunt Susan in the picture. So many years 
have paxsed since Miss Alexander's birth in 
Wheeling, W. Va., that she is undoubtedly one 
of the oldest actresses in the world today who 
ever registered for the screen. Lisle Leigh, her 
niece, also has a part in Caprice of the Moun- 
tains. 


DAMAGED GOODS TO CLOSE 


Prints Will Be Withdrawn After Sep- 
tember 1 


New York, July 8.—The Mutual Film Cor- 
pora tion announces that it will accept no book- 
ings for Damaged Goods, the seven-part Richard 
Bennett drama, for showing after September 1. 
“All the prints now working will be with- 
drawn on that date and they will be absolutely 
taken off the screen at that time, said J. C. 
Graham, assistant to the president of the Mu- 
tual. ‘The exhibitors who expect to play 
Damaged Goods must book it for exhiibtion in 
the months of July and August. 

Damaged Goods has had a most remarkable 
run. It has established box-office records in 
scores of cities.

INCE BACK IN METROPOLIS 


Duplicate Civilization Films for San 
Francisco and Atlantic City 


New York, July 8.—Thomas H. Ince returned 
to New York last Wednesday after witnessing 
the premiere of his ive film spectacle, Civ- 
ilization, in Chicago, where the Grand Opera 
House has been sold out twice daily since its 
premiere June 20. 

The newspaper reviews of Civilization were 
even more eulogistic in the Windy City than iu 
New York; in fact, the Chicago press is unani- 
mous in acclaiming Mr. Ince's masterpiece as 
the cameraman’s greatest achievement to date. 
Although most of the Western States were 
sold to State rights purchasers even before the 
Chicago opening of the successful cinema spec- 
tacle, the demand has now shifted to the South. 
Mr. Ince, on his arrival in New York, went 
at once to the Ince laboratories to prepare a 
dozen more prints of Civilization, which now 
has its fourth duplicate showing at the Brighton 
Reach Music Hall. The fifth print has just 
been shipped to San Francisco, and still another 
will be sent to Atlantic City this week, where 
Civilization will soon inaugurate an all sammer 
season. 
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CONVENTION OF EXHIBITORS’ 
LEAGUE FORMALLY OPENED 


Interest Centers Upon 


Election of President, 


Affiliation With Recently Formed Picture 
Association and Establishing Permanent 
Headquarters for the League 


Chicago, July 10.—The sixth annual convention 
of the Motion Picture Exhibitors“ League of 
America was formally opened at noon today. 
President Fred J. Herrington wielded the gavel, 
and introduced his excellency, Governor Edward 
Dunne, of Illinois, who welcomed the representa- 
tives of the motion picture industry in a short 
but pithy speech, which drew round after round 
of applause from the several hundred who bad as- 
sembied in the Gold Room of the Hotel Sherman. 

The ‘opening session was of short duration, no 
Dusiness being taken up, this being reserved 
until after the appointment of the various com- 
mittees by the executive board, scheduled to 
meet at 8 o'clock tonight. 

Up to five o'clock this afternoon over five hun- 
Gred delegates, exhibitors, manufacturers, repre- 
sentatives and exchangemen had registered at 
headquarters, Hotel Sherman, with additional 
visitore arriving on every incoming train. 

While a number of important subjects are 
scheduled for discussion by the convention, chief 
interest centers upon the election for presidency, 
advisability of alla tion with the recently formed 
National Association of the Motion Picture In- 
dustry, and the establiahing of permanent bead - 
quarters for the League, with an executive sec- 
retary, on a salary, as a permanent League repre- 
sentative, 

Three candidates are in the field for the pres!- 
Gency: The present incumbent, Fred J .Herring- 
ton, of Pittsburg; Frank Rembusch, of Ghelby- 
ville, Ind., and Lee A. Ochs, of New York, the 
latter of whom has the delegation from his own 
State eolidly at hie back. Sentiment appears 
almost equally divided between the three can- 
Aida tea, with Rembuach possibly having the 
shade, There seems to be little doubt dut that 
the convention will vote overwhelmingly in favor 
of affiliation as a body with the National Asso- 
elation of the Motion Picture Industry, most er 
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hibitors feeling that an arbitration board, 
through which their grievances with manufac- 
turers or exchanges can be handled, will be for 
the welfare of the industry. 

It also is probable the suggestion that a per- 
manent headquarters be established will de 
adopted, although by some it is thought that 
this and the establishing of the office of perma- 
nent executive secretary will be the subject of 
considerable political byplay before the measure 
is brought up. 

Up to the present writing William J. Sweeney 
of Chicago is the only one mentioned for the 
office. 

Governor Dunne, in his address of welcome, 
left no doubt as to where he stood on matters per- 
taining to the motion picture industry. He 
touched upon the various phases, particularly the 
censorship of Glms, and explained his reasons 
for having vetoed a State censorship bill which 
had passed both the House and Senate by an 
overwhelming vote. 

The Governor said that he believed the men 
and women of the motion picture industry were 
working not only towards a nancial end, but 
towards the education and entertainment of the 
public in a legitimate manner, and that as long 
aa they continued to work in such manner he did 
not think public sentiment favored the State 
censorship of films. The Illinois chief magistrate 
ecored an unqualified hit, and so impressed 
were his hearers that at the conclusion of his 
address he was dy a standing vote elected to 
honorary membership in the League. 

Governor Dunne was followed by Secretary of 
State Stevenson, son of former Vice-President A. 
Stevenson. Mr. Stevenson, in the course of his 
remarks, atated that he had favored the cen- 
@oring of films by a State board, but that after 
looking over the list of applicants for positions 
on the proposed board he had decided it was 
an injustice to the men who had their money in- 
veated in the business, and heartily concurred 
with the Governor in the condemnation of the 
bill. Mr. Stevenson assured the film men of his 
support against any future bills for State cen- 
sorship that might come up. 

Judge A. P. Tugwell, of Los Angeles, a mem- 
ber of the exceutive board, on behalf of the 
League, replied to the State dignitaries in his 
usual eloquent and witty style. Through the 
courtesy of the Monarch Film Company, Gene 
Greene, the well-known vaudeville and screen art- 
lat, entertained the delegates with several songs.
